Lieut. W. R. Pringle, of the Grenadiers 
of Toronto, claims to have discovered the 
fact that a want of humidity in the atmos 
phere of houses heated by hot air, and hot- 
water furnaces, is a prolific source of evil, 
amongst which chronic sore throat may be 
reckoned as by no means not the least. 

“For five years,” he says, ‘‘my little 
daughter suffered from bronchitis, I 
called in medical aid, but it failed to effect 
a cure. Sore throats were quite a common 
thing in our family. Our plants witheredt 
in spite of all the care they received, and 
articles of furniture went to pieces. The 
piano needed tuning as soon as the furnace 
wee started, and again in the spring, when 
the warm weathér came. A year ago last 
Spring I ‘commenced to reflect over the 
matter, and see if there was not some 
remedy obtainable. I noticed that the 
windows were never covered with frost, 
which indicated an absence of moisture. 
Well I optained a hygrometer, and, durin 
the ensuing summer, on all fine days, 
measured the humidity of the house. It 
showed between 55 and 63 per cent. Sub- 
sequently in the fall, after the furnace had 
been started, I again measured the hum 
jdity. It had dropped to 40 per cent,

{nace, I concluded, therefore, to move the 
water-pan from the spot where it was,

te the hottest part of the furnace. That 
caused a rise in the percentage of humidity 
but it was not enough, so I had another 
water-pan attached. Then I succeeded in 
tting the necessary percentage of moist- 
ure, but on a cold day, in order to get the 
required evaporation, from two to three 
pails of water are required. Now, mark the 
result: Our little one has been perfectly 
-| cured, all throat sick ness has disappeared 
from the house; the piano has not since 
required tunning, and the plants in the 
windows, aa you can see tor yourself, are 
perfectly healthy.”

serious mismanagement, or worse, in making 
the cost amount to any such sum. In con- 
versation with Mr, Alfred Husy, the super- 
intendent of the works, it was learned, 
from a tender which the Company has re- 
ceived from one of the best works 
manufacturing firms in France, that a beet 
sugar factory with a daily cvpacity for 
manufacturing 500 gross tons of ts, and 
equipped with the very best modern mach- 
inery, can now be erected for less than the 
cost of this 200 ton factory. Without a 
visit to the factory one could scarcely be- 
lieve that such massive machinery and so 
many different kinds of apparatus are re- 

uired in the manufacture of beeteugar. 
Por the motive power, three large boilers 
of 130 horse power each, and one boiler of 
30 horse power, are employed. The oon - 
sumption of coal per day of 24 hours is 
fully 40 tons, and of lime from 12 to 15 tons. 
Further details as to machinery, or de- 
scription of the process of manufacturing, 
would 3 too much space. The main 
object of this letter isto describe the 
methods of dealing between the factory and 
the farmers. 

When Messrs. Lefebvre undertook to re- 
vive the business they felt that the all im- 
portant point was to secure a sufficient 
supply of beets, and of the best quality 
possible under the then circumstances, In 
order to accomplish this special induce- 
mente were offered to farmers, The very 
best seed procurable in France was import · 
ed and sold to farmers at a little under 
coat. The Messrs, Lefebvre agreed to ac- 
cept all sugar beta, grown from their seed, 
at $5 por ton, which is a much higher price 
than will be necessary to be paid when the 
cultivation of this crop is —- 
understood. They aleo pay th 
price irrespective of quality. Even with 
these inducements, the quantity of beets 
delivered at the factory from the crop of 
1893 was insufficient to keep the factory in 
operation for one half of the working sea- 
son and a large proportion of the beets wu 
of inferior quality. As might be expected 
under such circumstances, the operations of 
the campaign of 1893-94 resulted in very 
considerable loss. One favorable result of 
the season’s business, was a largely increas- 
ed inclination on the part of the farmers to 
undertake the cultivation of sugar beets on 
a much more extensive scale. Together 
with this there was good evidence obtain- 
ed, from the very fine quality of some of 
the beets furnished, that a great improve-

THE WORLD'S CARRYING TRADE. 


The Sritieh Berethast Barts „ Beabic 
That of atl @ther teouniries Combined. 

Mr. M. G. Malhall, „ well-known 
statistician, has compiled for the December 
number of the Contemporary Keview some 
instructive data about the world’s carrying 
trade, confining himself to seagoing, aed 
excluding coasting vessel The principal 
conclusions to which the facts. broaght out 
by Mr. Mathall's point are these: That 
Great Britain posses 56 per cent. of the 
carrying power of the world ; thatthe trade 
between Great Britain and her colonies is 
growing much more rapidly than the 
general seagoing trade of the world; that 
the seamen of Great Britain carry more 
merchandise per man than these of other 
nations, and four times as much as British 
geamen carried in 1860; and, lastly, thas 
Great Britain's annual loss of tonnage by 
shipwreck,as compared with tonnage afloat 
sonly half the annual loses of other na- 
tions, 

Not only does the British flag now hold 
the same preponderance at sea which the 
Pheenicians enjoyed in early times, and the 
Italians in the middle ages, but the prepon- 
derance is increasing.

In 
the case of the United States it should be 
noted that the figures show a shrinkage in 
the carrying power at sea of 80,000 tons 
during the decade preceding 1892.

ARMENIA. 


4 Mistery of the Cenntry and People That 
Are Causing se Mach Fal in the Werld 
at the Present Time. 


The Armenians are an ancient Christian 
people, occupying chiefly a plateau and 
mountain country to the eastward of Asia 
Minor, about five hundred mules square. 
For many centuries they have maintained 
their faith, through wars and persecutions, 
against Mussalnan or pagan nations all 
around them. They have an ancient lan- 
gage, with an alphabet of its own; to 
which they have aleo clung tenaciously. 

Their country is now divided between 
Russia, Turkey, and Persia. By far the 
greater number of the Armenians—who are 
estimated altogether to number between 
four and five millious—live in the Turkish 
dominions; a million or more are under the 
sway of the Russian tear, 

‘Lhree Armenian provinces, including the 
fortress of Kare, were taken by Russia from 
Turkey in the war of 1877-78. The Russian 
Armenians have been considerably favored 
by the government, and aleo considerably 
ussianized.” Yet they are permitted to 
practise their own form of religion without 
bindrande. 5 

The Armenians whose troubles are now 
attracting attention are the Turkish Ar- 
menians. They have long been o 
by Turkish rulers, and plundered by their 
wild Kurdish and Circassian peighbors, who 
are nominal Massulmans and are encouraged 
by the Turks. 

When the European powers intervened 
in behalf of Turkey against Russia in 1878, 
England entered into a special agreement 
with Turkey, under which England 
guaranteed to the Turks their possessions 
in Asia, and Turkey promised te introduce 
—s reforma in Armenia and to 

tect the Armenians against the plum ler- 


ing K 

i is asserted by the Armenians that the 
Turks have never kept these promises, but 
on the — have been more oppressive 
than ever, and have winked at repeated 
Kurdish outrages. It is certain that the 
Turkish enge e has greatly restricted 
the privileges of tne Armenian patriarch in 
Constantinople, has prohibited the prin 
of the Armenian ritual, and has 
Mussulman settlers in Armenia againat the 
protest of the Armenians, 

A ‘revolutionary party, fostered by 
Turkish misrule, has grown up among the 
Armenians. Ita nucleus is a secret patrio- 
tio ay which is alleged to have deatruc- 
tive and even revolutionary purposes. 
Moreover the members of a large party of 
the Turkish Armenians look to Russia os 
their deliverer, 

Others among them fear that their an- 
nexation to Russia would extinguish the 
— of nationality which they have kept 

ive so many centuries, and merge them 
hopelessly in the great Russian nation. 
sf demand political autonomy under 
Turkish suzerainty. 

Recently there have been collisions and 
bloodshed between Turkish troops and the 
Armenians, conflicting accounts 
have been given of these troubles, The 
Aremenians complain of wanton massacres 
of their people. The Turkish authorities, 
on the other hand, declare that all the 
Armenian blood shed has been that of in- 
surgente with arms in their hands.

DEATH OF PROF. JOHN GAMGEE. 


The Man Whe Firat Teak the Correct View 
of the Cattle Plague. 


Prof, John Gamgee, an eminent veterin- 
arian and pathologist, died last month at 
Wimbledon, England. In 1865. in opposi- 
tion to all authorities and to public opinion, 
he upbeld his theory that the dreadful 
rinderpest, or cattle plague, was « conta- 
gious disease, only to be stamped out by 
the slaughter of every animal affected by 
it. He lived to see his opinions adopted 
by the British authorities without any 
recognition on their part of his services. 
His coatenticns on this subject, as well as 
on pleuro-pusumonia and on foot and 
mouth disease, brought upon him the ridi- 
cule of his profession, which has since been 
forced to accept and act upon his views. 
His services in these matters were sought 
in 1867 by the United States Government, 
at whose uest he 


practi 
operator. His remarkable heat circulating 
tus caused a deluge of discussion in 
technical columns some eight ago, 
and found a practical application in the 
“Salvo” system of automatic washing of 
clothing, into the development of which in 
English crowded cities he threw his enthu- 
aim and energy. This was succeeded by 
ingenious experiments upon the circulation 
of water in boilers, which have laid the 
foundation for er work of others in — 
ing, by suitable disposition of ta, 
ioe 7 — bubbles in boilers, and it is 
bable that further advances in steam 
iler construction must take place along 
the line marked out by the deceased ex- 
perimentalist. 

Prof, Gamgee was best known in Eng- 
land in connection with the subject of arti- 
ticial ice, in which his inventions were 

and fundamental. His impetaosity 
led him into impracticable applications, 
and the first ice “ rink,” at Ohe wae 
the forerunner of much misfortune. He 
died of bronchial asthma at his home, in 
his 65th year.

Cowardice can be cultivated as easily as 
any other faculty, and this characteristic, 
in this practical world of ours, is very sad- 
ly out of place.

This is estimated by The Commercial 
Bulletin of New York at $128,246,400 
compared with $156,445,875 in 1803 and 
$132,704,700 in 1892, Asit in contended 
that there existe direct relation between 
the number of fires and the condition of 
trade, the losses from thie causes being 
greater in hard times than in prosperity, 
the figures for 1894 ought, according to
